Gasoline station operators have 
been caught in a squeeze between

Simon 
said 
that effective 
in 
January, gas stations would receive 
about 20 per cent less gasoline than 
they did in 1972. 
The price increase is the first 
outside 
the 
wholesale 
price 
increases currently allowable under 
President Nixon’s Phase IV. 
Earlier 
this 
month, Treasury 
Secretary George P Shultz formally 
transferred authority for controlling 


petroleum prices to the Federal 
Energy 
Office. 
The 
authority 
previously had resided in the Cost of 
Living Council. 
Simon first revealed the one-cent 
gasoline increase during a television 
appearance on the NBC Today 
Show. 
Simon 
said 
Sunday 
that 
the 
government 
had 
launched 
an 
investigation into possible hoarding 
of petroleum supplies and had 
stepped up enforcement of fuel 


allocation regulations across the 
country. 


Federal energy chief William E. 
Simon announced Sunday: “ We are 
concerned over the possibility of 
fuel being stockpiled in excessive 
and unreasonable amounts, which 
could create local shortages and 
disrupt 
normal 
distribution 
patterns.” 
Simon said his Federal Energy 
Office (FEO ) is checking for any

Civil service jobs to be cut? 


Congressman Jerome R. Waldie, 
D-Calif., today disclosed that an as 
yet unpublished proposal from the 
Office of Management and Budget 
would call upon all the military 
services to contract out to private 
industry much of the operational 
support services now performed on 
American military bases. 
Congressman Waldie alleges that 
the action would replace up to one- 
third of the civil service employes 
on the bases and that the services 
are now performed by hundreds of 
thousands of military personnel and 
career civil servants. 
In a press release, Waldie stated 
that OMB proposed schedules for 
contracting out were sent to the 
Army, Navy and Air Force during 
September, 1973, and the military is 
expected to provide initial responses 
by January, 1974 
As an example of the wide-spread 
ramifications of the OMB proposal, 
Waldie cited the proposal sent to the 
Air Force 
which called for a 
phasing out of 89.000 civilian jobs 
beginning in fiscal year 1975 that 
would begin on seven bases and 
eventually affect 70 Air Force bases 
throughout the nation He noted that 
the Air Force s tentative response 
was to approve of all but 1,000 of the 
civilian reductions. 
Vandenberg 
Air 
Force 
Base 
officials stated Friday that they had 
no knowledge of the proposal. 
Waldie’s 
office 
stated 
that 
Vandenberg Air Force Base was not 
one of the seven where the project 
would begin but could conceivably 
be one of the 70 bases. 
The congressman also stated that 
the OMB proposal called for all 
work to be contracted out to only 
one contractor per base, thereby 
eliminating any possibility that 
small, specialized companies could 
compete for a portion of the work 
and thereby also ensure that the 
contracts 
w ill 
go 
to 
such 
corporations at ITT, Lockheed, RCA 
and Litton Industries. 
“ Moreover,” Waldie added, “ this 
whole proposal is just another 
example of the administration s 
effort to intrude upon the integrity 
of the civil service system.” 


Waldie maintained that OMB's 
proposal was understandable, and 
even perhaps inevitable, in view of 
the previous background of OMB 
director head Roy Ash who was the 
former chief executive of Litton 
Industries.

As county clerk, 
the

remained

had been incapacitated by cancer 
since February 
Lewis was a 25-year member of 
the Kiwams Club and a member of 
the Native Sons of the Golden West, 
Los Ranchero Visitadores and the 
University Club of Santa Barbara 
He was director of the County 
Clerk’s Association and a member 
of the Santa Barbara Foundation 
and the County Elective Officers 
Association. 
He last resided at 1332 Santa 
Barbara Street. 
Lewis is survived by his wife. 
Helen, and two cousins, Mrs. Irene

Lompoc police finally sign 
three-year pact with city

Lompoc policemen this morning capped three months 
of labor negotiations by signing a pact with the city that 
keeps them on the job another three years. 


The agreement followed the rejection yesterday of 
another three-year administration package by the 
Lompoc City Employees Association, bargaining for 31 
city office workers. The LCEA debate will shift to the 
public floor of the Lompoc City Council when association 
spokesmen plea their case at a regular meeting 
Wednesday night. Contracts between both groups and the 
city expire Friday. 


LCEA is now the last of four city employe bargaining 
units to resist a three-year contract. Local branches of 
the International Brotherhood of Electrical Workers and 
the International Association of Firefighters signed 
three-year memoranda of understanding earlier this 
month. 


The 30 member Lompoc Police Officers Association 
signed this morning inspite of a lingering feeling that the 
length of the agreement might be “ playing Russian 
Roulette” with the economy. Flights of the cost of living 
over the next three years was a key issue with the police 
officers group and remains a tender spot with LCEA. 


Based on the consumer price index of the Los Angeles 
— Long Beach area, the cost of living rose between 6 and 
7 per cent over the last year, LCEA negotiators say. Los 
Angeles Economist Robert Parry was quoted in 
yesterday’s Los Angeles Times as predicting a 7.7 per 
cent hike in the CPI next year. 


The raise package signed this morning by LPOA was 
close to an offer rejected by the group earlier in the 


month except for a higher wage ceiling in the contract’s 
third year to accommodate greater cost of living hikes. 
The agreement signed this morning gives police 
officers, dispatcher-jailers and sergeants a 5 per cent 
salary adjustment on Jan. 4,1974 and a 3.5 per cent hike 
Nov. 9. In the second and third contract years, these 
positions will receive raises commensurate with the rise 
of the CPI and calculated automatically by an agreed- 
upon formula. In 1975 the ceiling on the cost of living 
raise will be 5.5 per cent, with salaries being hiked to 
that level at the end of the year if the rise of the cost of 
living has been slow. 
In 1976, the third contract year, the police employes 
will receive a 7 per cent maximum raise to keep pace 
with the cost of living, over a 4 per cent minimum. 
The city also agreed to provide the position of 
dispatcher-jailer with a $120 uniform allowance and do a 
study of a sick leave incentive program whereby an 
employe, upon termination, would be paid for the sick 
leave not taken. 
The lingering objection to the three-year term of 
contract was that employes might bind themselves to 
predetermined pay raise ceilings which might not keep 
pace with rises in the cost of living. LPOA’s agreement 
to the present three-year pact, then, is something of a 
concession. 
“ As it stands right now, we’re roughly comparable,” 
LOPA negotiator John Coday compared LPD salaries 
with other departments. He added, though, that other 
departments would be doing their contract negotiating 
this July. 
“ We could fall behind again...It (the contract) is not as 
good as we’d hoped but it is equitable. Otherwise, we 
wouldn’t have accepted it.” 
Keith Bobb, a Lompoc detective, and Albert Cowell 
also served as LPOA negotiators.

Government to subsidize flood insurance rates

businessmen to buy substantially more flood insurance 
protection at federally subsidized rates 
I nder the measure, called the 1973 Flood Disaster 
Protection Act, homeowners arr free to purchase up to 
135.000 worth of flood insurance at a rate of 25 cents per 
$HH) of coverage and merchants can buy a maximum 
pm.m of coverage at reduced costs. The new ceilings are 
«bout double the ones available previously. 
A short time earlier today, Nixon signed legislation 
njthorizing the government to sell nearly $90() million in 
*t<' kpiled materials, particularly copper and aluminum, 
■ m grounds that the federal supply far exceeded national 
defense needs. 
I e White House announced Nixon’s actions as he 
in. d to whittle down the pile of about 50 bills sent to 


his desk by Congress before it adjourned 10 days ago for a 
month long recess 
About 25 measures still were awaiting Nixon's okay, 
including a $73 billion defense appropriations bill and 
another measure to increase Social Security benefits by 11 
percent 


Nixon also was expected to turn his attention to 
international 
issues today during conferences with 
Secretary of State Henry A Kissinger, who joined Nixon at 
his bluff-top villa after flying from Washington to Los 
Angeles aboard a commercial airliner Sunday night. 


In signing the flood protection bill, Nixon said more than 
90 per cent of all property damage caused by natural 
disasters result from floods and that the new law “ will 
permit us to prepare more adequately against this threat 
In a statement. Nixon said the bill would help the 


government move faster to aid flood victims as well “ by 
substituting insurance indemnification —speedy, direct and 
with minimal red tape -for the current system of disasters 
loans.” 


Provisions of the act also extend for two more years an 
emergency program set up in 1969 to help make adequate 
flood insurance available to residents and merchants in 
hazardous areas who might not be able to obtain it 
otherwise But under the new bill, people living or doing 
business in such places will cease to be eligible for future 
federal assistance unless their communities take specific 
steps to reduce potential flood losses. 


The legislation granting the government power to sell off 
almost $900 million stockpiled defense materials was 
requested by Nixon and went into effect when he signed it. 


Kissinger flew to California Sunday night at Nixon’s 
request to report on the peace conference 
Taking his cue from the President, Kissinger left his 
government plane at home and flew to Ix)s Angeles on a 
regular TWA flight. Nixon, in an unprecedented move by a 
president in office, flew as a first class passenger on a 
United Airlines jumbo jet last week, saying he wanted to 
save fuel and set a good example during the energy 
shortage. 
Among the bills Nixon was to sign today were the flood 
disaster protection act and legislation authorizing the sale 
of $900 million in metals from the national stockpile 
Nixon appeared to be settling down at the Western White 
House for a lengthy stay well beyond the first of the year 
He was chipping away at a stack of bills, including the two 
step 11 per cent increase in Social Security benefits, which 
he plans to sign

National elections in Israel 


TEL AVIV (UPI) — Prime Minister 
Golda Meir’s ruling party, which has 
governed Israel since its birth, met its 
most serious electoral challenge today in 
national elections against a powerful, 
rightist coalition. 
Polls said the contest between Mrs. 
Meir’s Labor party and Menahem Begin s 
Likud coalition for control of Israel’s 120 
seat Knesset (parliament) might turn into 
the closest race in the Jewish nation’s 
quarter-century history 
The election was also likely to determine 
Israel’s bargaining position in historic 
peace talks in Geneva aimed at ending the 
Middle East s fourwar. 25-year conflict 
It was expected to take two weeks for the 
official results to be counted, but unofficial 
results were likely to be made available 
early this week. 
Israel’s 2,037,000 eligible voters began 
casting ballots for a total of 21 political 


parties at 7 a m today in elections delayed 
by two months because of October’s 17 day 
Middle East war. 
Labor, billing ib 
as the party best able 
to achieve peace, and Likud, accusing the 
government of failing to prepare for the 17 
day war and selling Israel out in Geneva, 
were expected to poll the most votes in the 
race. 
Mobile polling booths were set up on the 
Egyptian and Syrian fronts sometimes 
under fire-for an estimated 
150.000 
soldiers manning cease-fire lines 
Public opinion polls rated Mrs. Meir’s 
party about even with Likud, with between 
20 to 40 per cent of the electorate undecided 
at the latest check 
Begin, 60. who commanded an extremist 
Jewish guerrilla group during Israel’s 
struggle for independence, formed the new 
rightist coalition for the current election

Will Hughes become fugitive? 
Kimball named LDS church leader 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. I UPI I - Is Howard 
Hughes’ passion for privacy so great that 
he will abandon his $100 million Nevada 
gambling empire rather than emerge from 
20 years of seclusion? 
The possibility that he may have to make 
a choice emerged today, after the state 
Gaming Control Board met during the 
weekend to ponder their course in the face 
of a federal indictment against Hughes 
“ If he becomes a fugitive from justice, it 
places a cloud over the status of his 
Nevada gambling license,” board member 
Shannon Bybee said Sunday. 
No one may own any part of a Nevada 
casino, nor be a significant stockholder in a 
corporation that does, without a state 
gambling license. If the board revoked 
Hughes’ license, he would have to close his 
seven casinos and almost certainly would 
have to sell them to someone with a 
license. Without the casinos, the value of 


their accompanying hotels would be 
drastically cut. 


Hughes’ 
status 
is 
of 
enormous 
importance to the Nevada government His 
$300 million empire here is the biggest 
financial entity in the state. He is the 
state's biggest employer (8,000 workers), 
biggest taxpayer, biggest landowner and is 
the major owner of the casinos that bring 
millions of tourist dollars to the desert. 


A federal grand jury here indicted 
Hughes last week on conspiracy charges 
for allegedly ordering a stock manipulation 
to drive down the worth of an airline he 
was buying. 


State gambling officials take the position 
that the indictment should not affect his 
license, since he is legally innocent until 
found guilty.

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Campaign money harder to raise than usual

SACRAMENTO (U PI) — In a political year beset by 
Watergate, the energy crisis and economic uncertainty, 
California gubernatorial contenders are finding campaign 
money even harder to raise than usual. 


Virtually every announced and potential candidate sur­ 
veyed by UPI deplored the high cost of seeking office and 
complained of tight money in an era when some primary 
election budgets surpass $1 million 
"It is a major problem, obviously,” said Republican 
Atty. Gen Evelle J. Younger, who is agonizing over 
whether to run for governor or seek reelection "It is a 
major problem for Republicans.” 
“ I think everyone is having difficulty raising money, par­ 
ticularly because of the < Watergate) d i f f i c u l t i e s in 
Washington,” agreed GOP Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke. 
Nixon's brother paid 
by tax-free group? 


LOS ANGELES (U P I) — The tax-exempt Richard Nixon 
Foundation paid President Nixon’s brother, Edward, at 
least $21,000 to find out where the Nixon family would like 
the Nixon presidential library built, the Los Angeles Times 
reported today. 
Edward Nixon was paid a salary of $1,500 a month, for 14 
months as a “ consultant ... respecting selection and deve­ 
lopment of proposed presidential library site,’’ the Times 
said 
The newspaper, in a story from Sacramento, quoted a 
report by the foundation to state authorities, confirmed by 
Leonard K. Firestone, the tire and rubber magnate who is 
president of the foundation 
The President’s brother, in return for his fee, visited "no 
more than six sites around the country and advised that a 
final selection c which has yet to be made I should be among 
three in Orange County (Calif.,) where the President was 
bom and began his legal and political career,” the Times 
noted 
“ Obviously, he had some thought and idea of what the 
first family might think of a given area,” Firestone said in 
explaining the transaction 
“ If people think that is too much (to pay), let them try to 
hire a consultant today and see what they come up with,” 
Firestone said. 
Edward Nixon, 43. was last reported to be living in 
Edmonds, Wash north of Seattle, working as an industrial 
consultant He could not be reached for comment. 
The payment was revealed by a report from the 
foundation to the state Registry of Charitable Trusts. 


Rose Parade ready to start

procession of 60 flower-bedecked floats, 21 marching bands 
and some 200 silver-laden horses—will move down this 
city’s mam streets Tuesday morning to herald the start of 
another year. 
The parade, a prelude to the Rose Bowl match between 
the University of Southern California and Ohio State, should 
attract more than 1.5 million spectators and some 110 


million television viewers The size of the crowd on the 
streets could drop considerably, however, since weather 
officials say there may be sprinkles in Southern California 
New Years morning It has not rained on the Rose Parade 
since 1955. 
The 1974 parade will be led by grand marshal Charles 
Schulz, creator of the “ Peanuts" comic strip. The first 
float, entered by Dolly Madison Cakes, will portray 
“ Peanuts” characters Snoopy, Linus, Lucy, Woodstock and 
Charlie Brown. The next 59 floats—each one completely 
covered with plants and flowers—will depict a different 
illustration of the theme “ Happiness Is.” 


Navy ship towed to safety 


SAN LUIS OBISPO, Calif. (U PI) - A Navy cargo ship 
crippled by a collision at sea was towed to safety Sunday 
night and a 13-mile trail of spilled fuel oil began dissipating 
in choppy waters off the Central California coast. 
The Coast Guard made four passes over the oil slick late 
Sunday and said the 16.000-gallon spill “ has broken up and is 
no longer a threat.” Cleanup crews remained on standby, 
however, to skim any remaining globs of oil from the water 
if the seas calm down. 
Two cutters, the Resolute and the Cape Wash, deployed 
oil containment booms around the USNS Pvt. Joseph 
Merrill at the tiny port of Avila near here after the ship was 
towed from the area where it was struck and rendered 
helpless by a Liberian tanker. 
The 455-foot Merrill will undergo extensive repair work 
before being towed to Navy yards in San Francisco. She 
was struck by the freighter Pearl Venture in heavy pre­ 
dawn fog Saturday morning 11 miles off Point San Martin, 
about 50 miles south of scenic Monterey. 
Two holds with cargo was flooded in the collision but a 
Navy spokesman declined to say what the ship was 
carrying. 


Projects might get go-ahead 


County projects in Goleta Valley which have been 
temporarily stymied by water restrictions imposed by the 
Goleta County Water District may get the green light after 
a meeting scheduled Jan 4 between county Public Works 
Director Norman Caldwell and water district manager 
Robert Bitten. 
Caldwell expressed the hope an arrangement could be set 
up whereby the projects, including a South Coast animal 
control facility, could be expedited without increasing 
water consumption by county facilities over an average of 
the past three years. 
If the county could be credited with water saved from the 
shutdown of the county laundry in the county hospital, such 
an arrangement seems possible, declared Caldwell. 
While the county animal facility would use a substantial 
amount of water, remodeling of the county hospital and the 
park department corporation yard and open space would 
use very little, he said. The total might come within the 
average county use of the past three years. 
In recent years, the new county jail and sheriff’s 
administration building has upped county water usage in 
the valley. Other major facilities of the county using 
district water are juvenile hall and the county hospital.

any kind, just a lot of friends who indicated they will be 
helpful.” 
Finch, also a possible U.S. Senate candidate, said he 
would like to announce his plans “ as soon as possible.” 
“ I expect to make a decision and an announcement in 
January,” Younger said “ I ’m trying to decide whether we 
can adequately finance a campaign If we can. I’ll be off 
like a shot and there will be no turning bar’*'

candidate, said he is “ trying to find out exactly how much 
financial support there is for me without strings attached." 
Six Republicans and Democrats have announced them­ 
selves as candidates for their party’s nomination to succeed 
Gov Ronald Reagan Each aspirant must file a declaration 
of intention to run by Feb 6 for the June 4 primary and then 
record formal candidacy papers by March 8

Jittery county authorities who feel they 
might be caught in the web of the new state 
conflict a interest law going into effect 
Jan. 1 may not have long to wait before 
they learn more about how the legislation 
applies to them. 
The county counsel’s office said Friday 
that a task force of the County Supervisors 
Association and League of California 
Cities, including some city attorneys and 
county counsels, is expected to come up 


with joint findings possibly within a few 
weeks. 


County Counsel George Kadmg, former 
counsel 
to 
the 
state 
supervisors’ 
organization, has been in close touch with 
task force members who have been 
meeting in Sacramento and San Francisco, 
and is said to have assured a number of 
county 
officials 
that 
a 
uniform 
interpretation is in the offing. 


Deputy County Counsel Susan Trescher, 
who is counsel to the county planning 


commission and who has been asked by the 
commission to forward an analysis of the 
Moscone bill to them as soon as possible, 
remarked that such a uniform finding 
“ could be seen as likely to have great 
weight.” 


The task force is also working with the 
California Secretary of State on the 
matter. The latter’s office is obligated to 
issue rules and regulations affecting the 
financial disclosure act which is seen as 
primarily affecting city, county and state 
authorities who make land use decisions 


One county official, asking not to be 
quoted, said that a large number of county 
officials apparently affected bv the new 
law have been queuing up in the county 
counsel’s office seeking advice.

More bad news for travelers

Travelers scrambling for fuel to keep their vehicles on 
the road received some more unpleasant news today—an 
almost certain increase in the cost of rapidly diminishing 
supplies of gasoline. 
Federal Energy Chief William Simon, speaking on the 
NBC “ Today” show said at least a one-cent rise in the price 
of a gallon of gas at retail outlets would be announced this 
week, possibly today. 
Simon said the price hike would be allowed to compen­ 
sate service station operaters for their loss of business 
through lower volumes of gas available for consumers. 
The energy chief had some good news for motorists, 


noting that “ magnificent” cooperation throughout the 
petroleum industry aimed at conserving gasoline had 
helped in producing greater reserves of fuel than previously 
predicted 
In a new twist resulting from the gasoline shortage, the 
federal government Sunday night closed a service station 
for price gouging, the first such action since the onset of the 
current crisis. 
At the request of the Justice Department, a U.S. District 
Court judge issued a temporary restraining order against 
McBride’s Shell station on Chicago’s South Side, forbidding 
reopening of the station until the owner submits his records 
to the Internal Revenue Service.

Senator's aides 
must pay back $1,300 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) — Two aides to Sen. Randolph 
Collier, D-Yreka, will be required to refund $1,300 to the 
state for flying first-class instead of coach on a two-week 
Scandanavian tour to study timber taxation. 
The aides, who billed the state $5,093 for the tour, violated 
a regulation requiring legislative employes to travel air 
coach on business trips, said John C. Williamson, executive 
officer of the Senate Rules Committee. 
The employes, Robert L. Hampton and Helen Winslow, 
each billed the state $1,685 for first-class airline fare 
—which was about $650 higher than coach fare, according to 
a travel agent 
“ We’ll bill them for the difference,” Williamson told a 
Riverside Press-Enterprise reporter. 
Their total expense claims, which included hotel bills of 
up to $61 a day, were $2,653 for Mrs. Winslow and $2,440 for 
Hampton. Collier has not yet filed a trip expense claim. 
Williamson and Collier had previously approved the 
travel expense claims, as had the state controller’s office 
which issued the payments. 


Mrs. Winslow, whose salary is $17,640 annually, and 
Hampton, who receives $27,648 a year, are assigned to the 
powerful Senate Finance Committee and the Senate Select 
Committee on Timber Taxation, both headed by Collier.

ranking senior aide.

circumstances”

resign, said the official in a 
year*end stocktaking, and a 
look to the future 
The official, who asked 
not to be identified, said “ I 
don’t 
think 
i t ’s 
a 
contingency we re going to 
have to face” when asked if 
Nixon 
would 
resign 
if 
impeached. 
The 
House 
Judiciary 
Committee 
is 
preparing 
to 
launch 
an 
impeachment inquiry. 
The President is looking 
forward to the new year and 


is “ absolutely determined' 
to 
continue 
in 
office, 
“ faithful to the mandate the 
American people gave him 
in November, 1972," the 
official said. 


“ I think you can only 
capture 
the 
President's 
mood and attitude when you 
view it in the context of his 
personal realization of what 
he has achieved ... his sense 
of satisfaction . And he has 
no 
reason 
for 
self 
consciousness about these 
achievements,” the senior 
aide added “ Above all he is 
all the more determined to 
go on with this as long as he 
is in office and to focus all of 
his attention on completing

He said Nixon has made

One killed 
during outbreak 
of snow slides 


ALTA, Utah (UPI) — Heavy new snow broke loose and 
thundered down three ski slopes in the Wasatch National 
Forest during the weekend, smashing into a crowded lodge, 
burying cars and killing a 30-year-old ski instructor. 
Two avalanches occurred Sunday at the Alta Ski Resort 
during a blizzard The first slide hit the Alta Lodge, 
seriously injuring a resort handyman. 
The snow rumbled down the Flagstaff slide area and 
poured through the window of one room at the lodge, 
covering a young woman who was sleeping. She escaped 
unharmed. The slide also buried 20 cars and the Photohaus 
Studio under 10 feet of snow 
A second river of snow poured down the Cardiff slide area 
Sunday, narrowly missing the Peruvian Lodge and covering 
15 cars in the parking lot. 
On Saturday, an avalanche at Park City West, just over 
the mountain from Alta, roared 300 yards down a gully and 
slammed into three ski instructors. Two of them managed 
to break free of the snow pack, but Rex I. Potter, 30, Salt 
Lake City, was swept into a tree, knocked unconscious and 
suffocated before rescuers arrived. 
U.S. Forest Service supervisor Chandler St. John said 
Alta received 55 inches of new snow since last Thursday and 
that slides were a common occurrence in the area. 
He said the forest service uses special cannons regularly 
to blast loose the snowpacks before they become 
dangerously large. Motorists are forbidden to stop during 
the winter months at designated slide areas in the canyon. 
William Cargill, 30. a handyman at the Alta Lodge was 
struck by flying debris during an avalanche and was 
evacuated by helicopter for treatment of possible internal 
injuries. 
Helicopter pilot Bob Hoskings flew Cargill through a 
blizzard to Holy Cross Hospital in nearby Salt Lake City.

—“ Do you think white 
(black, brown) students in

any of these?” 


—“ How do you think your 
parents feel about black and 
white students going to the 
same school together? If 
both kinds of students don’t 
go to your school, how do 
you think your parents feel 
about the idea of black and 
white students going to the 


same school together?” The 
three answer choices are: 
“ They like it,’’“ They don’t 
like it,” and “ It doesn’t

Year-end balloting also was conducted 
among editors in Europe, Latin America 
and Asia, with all three continents picking 
the Middle East war in October as the top 
story. American editors put it in fifth place 
in their list. 
Watergate finished fifth in Europe and 
Latin America and tied for second with the 
energy crisis in Asia.

The college football bowl glut has begun but the best is still to come. 
The highlight of the five-day, nine-game madness takes place tonight in 
New Orleans where national champion Alabama hopes to close out a perfect 
year with a victory over unbeaten Notre Dame in the Sugar Bowl in the first 
meeting ever between the two football “ factories.” 


Alabama, with an 11-0 record, has already been designated the 1973 
national champion by the UPI Board of Coaches and nothing can deprive the 
Tide of its crown- not even a loss to the 6V2-point underdog Fighting Irish 
who finished fourth in the final rankings with a 10-0 record. However, the 
winner of the game will receive the MacArthur Bowl, awarded annually by 
college football’s Hall of Fame. 


The threat of a boycott by blacks against the Sugar Bowl Committee 
hangs over the game. The Southern Christian Leadership Conference and 
the NAACP are protesting a lack of representation on the Sugar Bowl 
Committee and they maintain that 2,000 or more pickets will show up at the 
game and block entrance to the stadium 


The bowl extravaganza comes to an end Tuesday when Nebraska plays 
Texas in the Cotton Bowl at Dallas, Ohio State meets Southern California in 


the Rose Bowl at Pasadena, Calif., and Penn State faces Louisiana State in 
the Orange Bowl in Miami. 
Four games were decided Saturday when Missouri beat Auburn, 34-17, in 
the Sun Bowl at El Paso, Tex., Houston clobbered Tulane, 47-7, in the Astro- 
Bluebonnet Bowl at Houston, Texas Tech defeated Tennessee, 28-19, in the 
Gator Bowl at Jacksonville, Fla., and the East whipped the West,35-7, in the 
Shrine Game at San Francisco. Georgia won the Peach Bowl in Atlanta 
Friday night by edging Maryland, 17-16. 
Texas Tech quarterback Joe Barnes accounted for three of his team’s 
touchdowns with a six-yard run and a pair of touchdown passes, one 
covering 79 yards, in the Red Raiders’ triumph over Tennessee in the Gator 
Bowl. 
Quarterback D. C. Nobles of Houston scored once and set up two more 
TD’s with his passing as the Cougars romped over Tulane in the Astro- 
Bluebonnet Bowl. 
John Mosely returned a kickoff 84 yards for a touchdown and an 
opportunistic Missouri defense converted three Auburn fumbles into scores 
as the Tigers chalked up their Sun Bowl win over Auburn 
Barry Smith of Richmond scored a pair of touchdowns and won the 
game's Most Valuable Player award as he led the East past the West in the 
Shrine Game. 
Dolphins stick to basics; 
Vikings win turnover bowl 


MIAMI (U PI) — Conquered or 
Csonka-d, it amounted to the same 
thing. The Miami Dolphins didn't 
believe 
in 
getting 
fancy 
when 
something simple would do the job. 
They turned loose a battering ram 
named Larry Csonka Sunday and the 
237-pound 
fullback, 
setting 
a 
championship 
game 
record 
by 
powering to three touchdowns, led 
them to a 27-10 victory over the 
Oakland Raiders and their third 
straight AFC championship. 
The Dolphins, going to the air only 
six times all afternoon (completing 
three for 34 yards), just kept 
pounding away at the left side of the 
Raiders defense, rushing for 266 
yards with Csonka getting 117 of 
that. 
Csonka, No. 2 rusher in the AFC 
during the regular season with 1003 
yards, ripped across from 11 yards 
out in the first period, then added a 
couple of two-yard touchdown runs 
to become the first man ever to 
score more than two touchdowns in 
AFC playoff history. 
“ I wasn’t even aware a record 
was 
involved.” 
Csonka 
said 
afterwards. “ Anyway, that isn’t 
what matters. Winning does.” 
By settling a score with Oakland, 
which beat Miami, 12-7. in the second 
game of the season to snap an 18- 
game winning streak, the Dolphins, 
defending NFL champions, won 
their third straight Super Bowl 
berth.

If there was one surprising aspect 
of the Dolphins’ offense Sunday, it 
was two long runs (27 and 17 yards) 
by quarterback Bob Griese, the first 
on a busted pass play but the second 
on a draw. 
“ It was the first time we used that 
quarterback draw this year,” said 
Miami Coach Don Shula. “ Griese 
suggested it. The blocking on it is 
the same as if the fullback is 
carrying the ball.” 
Oakland 
Coach 
John 
Madden 
didn’t try to alibi the Raiders’ loss. 
“ Everything they said about the 
Dolphins is true,” said Madden. 
“ They have an awful lot of poise and 
class. When we beat Miami earlier, 
we did to them what they did to us 
this time.” 
“ It was a tough game and we have 
no excuse,” he added. “ They really 
executed and we didn’t.” 
The first time they got the ball, 
the Dolphins moved 64 yards in eight 
plays, going ahead 7-0 after Csonka 
scored his first touchdown with only 
5:13 gone in the game. 
Although they controlled play by 
simply outmuscling the Raiders, the 
Dolphins didn’t score again until 17 
seconds 
before 
halftime 
when 
Csonka capped a 63-yard march to 
put Miami ahead 14-0 at intermis­ 
sion. 
Oakland closed the gap to 17-10 in 
the third period by scoring on a 25- 
yard pass from Kenny Stabler to 
Mike Siani and a George Blanda 
field goal while holding the Dolphins 
to a Garo Yepremian field goal. 


But the Dolphins widened their 
lead to 20-10 with 9:42 left to play on 
Yepremian’s second field goal and 
ended any Raider hopes.

Playing to a heavenly gallery 


NEW YORK - (NEA) - The sanctified epoch of Notre 
Dame football ended in 1950 when Emil (Six-Yard) Sitko and 
his stubby legs ran out of eligibility. Notre Dame football 
never has regained that halo of divine invincibility. 
Nowadays, a rival coach will tell his team that, hell. Notre 
Dame players put their helmets on one head at a time, just 
like us. 
The thought came to mind recently when obituaries car­ 
ried the story that Six-Yard Sitko had died at age 50. 
Six-Yard was a starting running back on Notre Dame 
teams from 1946 through 1949. In those four years, the 
famous Catholic university was undefeated, and national 
college football champions in 1946,1947 and 1949. Sitko, who 
averaged 6.1 yards a carry for his career, was second-team 
All-American in 1948 and first-team in 1949, his senior year. 
Sitko went to the Chicago Cardinals, and the Fighting Irish 
went down the drain, with a 4-4-1 record in 1950. Notre Dame 
has been up and down since, but always remaining human. 
Sitko followed in the splendiferous Notre Dame football 
tradition, which began in 1913 when the then obscure little 
Indiana school beat mighty Army with Gus Dorais throwing 
the first official forward pass to end Knute Rockne. Then 
came coach Rockne and Grorge Gipp and The Four Horse­ 
men and Frank Leahy and Johnny Lujack and Pat O’Brien 
and the thrilling Notre Dame Fight Song. Immortals all. 
As an embryonic sports fan in Sitko s day, I can recall 
reading excitedly the Chicago Sunday morning newspapers. 
They were filled with the unending triumphs of Notre Dame 
and Prince Valiant. 
Full Notre Dame football games were also shown on Satur­ 
day afternoons at my neighborhood threatre, the Marbro on 
Madison St. First, Sinbad the Sailor swashbuckled through 
opponents, then the Fighting Irish did the same, after saying 
a pre-game prayer while kneeling on the field and crossing 
their shoulder pads. It was all awesome, all perfect, all pre­ 
dictable, all glorious. 
I would later emerge from the dark theatre and head 
home, leaping fireplugs like Sinbad or dodging through 
crowds like Six-Yard. 
In those days, too, Notre Dame never deigned to accept a 
bowl bid. It was the best team in the world - and beyond - 
and had to prove this fact to nobody. Notre Dame said that 


the reason it scorned post-season bowl games was that they 
cut too deeply into the academic activity of its scholar- 
athletes. Even in the 1950s and 1960s, with some good, some 
mediocre teams, still no bowl. 
In 1970, however, a cataclysmic change. Notre Dame went 
to the Cotton Bowl. At first, mundane gold was thought the 
reason, hardly a heavenly consideration and quite unbecom­ 
ing a great religious institution. 
But Notre Dame president Father Hesburgh, a respected 
liberal thinker, explained that the $250,000 or so earned from 
the post-season game would help fund the school’s minority 
scholarship program. 
On this New Year’s Eve, Notre Dame will play Alabama in 
the Sugar Bowl in New Orleans. It is Notre Dame's fourth 
bowl trip in five seasons. The game could decide the national 
college football championship, since both teams are undefe­ 
ated. (Notice the sorry state of affairs, when Notre Dame is 
obligated to prove its pre-eminence! 
Notre Dame is now third in the current wire service polls. 
Alabama is number one. Second is Oklahoma, ineligible for a 
bowl because of recruiting violations. Notre Dame suppor­ 
ters, however, point to Oklahoma merely tying the Univer­ 
sity of Southern California while the Irish beat USC. They 
reason that a Notre Dame win means an indubitable number 
one. 
Perhaps coach Ara Parseghian, instrumental in bringing 
Notre Dame back to power since his arrival on the South 
Bend campus in 1964, will dip back into legend to inspire his 
team before the Alabama game. 
Perhaps he will recall the legendary pep talk Rockne gave 
his underdog 1928 team be *»'e going out to plav Army. 
Rockne emotionally choking, said Gipp on his deathbed 
asked, “Sometime, Rock, when the team is up against it, 
when things are wrong and the breaks are beating the boys, 
ask them to win one for The Gipper. I don’t know where I’ll 
be then, Rock, but I’ll know about it and I’ll be happy.” 
It is doubtful Parseghian could ask his squad to win this 
one for The Six-Yarder. Inspirational literature like this just 
doesn’t go over with today s cynical youth. It would be as 
effective as the Yeshiva coach asking his team to win one for 
the Kipper. 
Yet one must wonder: is nothing sacred anymore?

Confidence Open 
Funseth racks up a win 


MONTEREY (UPI) - 
Rod Funseth has made 
himself 
a 
New 
Year’s 
promise 
—to play well 
enough to win the $215,000 
Bing Crosby National Pro- 
Am, which starts Thursday 
at Pebble Beach. 


Funseth tuned up for the 
Crosby Sunday by beating 
Bob Stanton of Australia on 
the first hole of sudden 
death to take the $50,000 
Confidence Open. 


Funseth shot a closing 
round 64, which tied the 
Laguna Seca Ranch record 
Stanton set on Saturday, to 
force the playoff. Stanton 
carried a seven-stroke lead 
into the final round but shot 
a “ careless” one-over par 
73 at Corral de Tierra, and it 
cost him the victory. 


The two went to the first 
tee at Laguna Seca and both 
got on the green in two. 
Stanton was 20 feet away 
and barely missed his putt 
but Funseth, with an easier 
five-footer, sank his for a 


birdie and the Confidence 
title. 
It was worth $10,000 to 
Funseth, who won official 
money of $89,145 on the Tour 
this year. He always has 
played well in the Crosby, 
especially 
the 
last 
two 
years, but has yet to win top 
money. 
“ I’ve promised myself I 
will do better this year,” 
said Funseth. “ I’m playing 
about as well as I can right 
now, and I’m happy I 
decided to play in the 
Confidence. Of course, the 
three Crosby 
courses 
(Pebble 
Beach, Spyglass 
Hill and Cypress Point) 
might be a little tougher but 
most of these courses down 
here (the 
Monterey 
Peninsula) are a lot alike.” 
Naturally, Stanton was 
disappointed he didn’t win 
here but he’s optimistic 
about the 
future 
after 
dropping off the Tour two 
years ago. 
“ I feel my game is 
coming around,” said the 
likeable Aussie. “ I ’d like to 
do well in the Crosby.

Former U.S. Open champ 
Orville Moddy and Dick 
Lotz finished in a tie for 
third at 279, seven strokes 
behind Funseth and Stanton 
in regulation play. They won

Next was reigning U.S. 
Open champ John Miller. 
He shot a closing 69, his best 
round of the tourney, and 
won $1,075.

Pest Control Board. 
There are many different bureaus 
of course. One that intrigued us was 
the Bureau of Home Furnishings 
This bureau has seven members and 
a fellow named Howard Winslow is 
chief. They are headquartered in 
Sacramento. 
They 
license 
and

of 
upholstered 
furniture 
and 
bedding.

They become heavy to carry 
around. Their power to reconjure

Now and then 
an unexpected scrap from a French 
ballad or a whiff of steamy soy 
sauce or something tangy like tear 
gas will respark the electricity of 
those past presents. 
But it goes even quicker, lik° a 
tiny spark you can’t even blow on to 
keep going. What you’re left with is

redoubled 
sense 
of 
having 
somehow 
been 
robbed of your 
emotional citizenship. 
Maybe the drift is that the present 
cannot 
be pickled. 
One whole, 
unique summer dies and dissolves 
on the retreating highway every 
year and the only choice seems to be 
to accept it with good humor.
